Speak- 
ing later, ho *ald that it did not mean war, 
but was simply Intended to famillarlie 
them with the new r».peatlng rifle. Crown 
Prince Frederick William, however, la 
quoted as saying that tbe aitnatlon la stIU 
serious. The reported fact that Germany 
has made arrangementa to erect barracks 
at various points along tha French frontier 
oarrle* out tbe Prinre's statement.

Bvrrtuo. N. Y., Jan. 80.— Tbe fnoeral of 
David H Thomas, late Buperlntendent of 
tbe Erie railroad, tookplaoe at Bu*pen*loil 
Bridge this afternoon. A delegation'of 
Buffalo people, including the board of 
health, were preaent to witness the new 
antiseptic proces* of "cementation" which 
the remains were to be treated to. Tho 
grave was sixteen inches larger each 
way than usual. Eight l.-.che* of cement 
were then put in the open grave, 
and the outer oaae vraa lowered so as to 
«nt squarely upon tho cement, leaving a 
small trench eight and a half inches wide 
about the case, the upper surface of it be- 
ing eight inchee lower ttu the surface of 
the ground. The (rottish waa then filled 
with cement and tha oasket lowered brte 
the case. Tbe cover was acrewed on and 
eight Inches more of cement placed over It, 
bringing the surface of the coment level 
with tbe grouad. The process prodneed a 
favorable lippreaalon oa the apoetetora. 
Tbe prooeaa by whiOh It waa at first pro- 
poaed to bury the body was to plsco fino 
sulphur and powdered charcoal, with aloo 
hoi between the casket and outer case 
Then setting fire to it, screw the lid on, the 
object being to absorb all liquids In the 
body aad neutraliao the gaa arising from 
the body. Tbe gaa generated by the burn- 
ing sulphur would prevent decomposition. 
Among other sdvantages this form of 
burial secures is its protection from grayo 
robbera. _

give notice to the health oflieer

ed household.

A bill, known as the Dependent 
Soldier's Pension Bill, hm been 
passed by both the House and Sen. 
ate. This bill peii.>iions all honora- 
bly dischivrgcd s ililiurs (tvho are 
Niow dependent upon their own la- 
bor for support) who were engaged 
ill the Seminole, Mexican and oth. 
er wars, entirely re^jardless as to 
wli"th'jr thoy bavo subsequently 
gone into rulielliuii aaaiiuit the Gov- 
i.rtiment. 

The Interstate commerce bill has 
passed both branche.i of ConKross, 
and only awaits the Pro.iident"s sig- 
nature to hccoiue operative. It pro- 
hihits di.°crimination In railroad 
ratteand poolings, and declares 
that passengers and freight must 
be based upon rates reasonable and 
Ju.«t. l!at( s can not be raised with- 
out ten days public notice, but can 
be reduced without any notice be- 
ing siiven. Five commissioners 
are to be appointed, under the pro- 
visions of the bill, whose duty it 
will be to look after the faithful 
rompliancc of the railroads with 
the law. The railroad men predict 
munh trouble and disaster ; but now 
the bill is a law, it should have a 
fair chance to prove its good to the 
people at large. The overwhelm- 
ing majority by which the bill pass- 
ed both houses was a surprise to the 
railroads as it was to the country.

No person recovering from any 
infectious disease, (langonniK to 
pulilic hoaltli, hIkiII be penuitteil to 
apjiear upon the jjulilic street or 
pulilio hiulnvay, or in any public 
place, until all danger from conta- 
gion by reason of such disease is 
passed and neertilicate IVom '.he 
local health oflieer or fainiiy phy- 
sioian to that efifecs plan. 1 in the 
hands of those in authority. 

The room in which there lias 
been a case of infectious disease, 
dangerous to public health, must 
be thoroughly disinfected .immedi- 
ately, and all infected clothing, 
bedding, carpels, turnituro, etc., 
either cleanetl and disinfected, or 
destroyed. All such work to be 
done under the supervision of the 
health ofHcer. 

In all cases of death from small- 
pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or 
cholera, the body should be wrap- 

fied in a sheet, saturated with a so- 
ution of corrosive sublimate (one 
ounce to a gallon of water) placed 
in a coflln as soon as possible, 
wJiich should never be opened, and 
buried without any public demon- 
stration or funeral. 

The above are some of the rules 
of the Board of Health, and they 
will be rigidly enforced
